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COMMUNIST "NEW LOOK" INCREASES RED THREAT IN THE UNITED STATES 


American Communists are now making decisions which will directly affect every fraternal 
organization, every women's club, every religious group, every youth organization, and every 
agency of Goverment starting with Congress . 


Following the "new look" policies set by Party Boss Nikita Khrushchev at the 20th Congress 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, the American Reds are re-evaluating the "errors" of 
the past and are laying the groundwork for the victory of Communism in America via parliamentary 
means 


The new policy, stated by U. S. Party Secretary Eugene Dennis, in "Political Affairs" for 
June 1956, outlines the following proposals: 1) "Collective participation with the bulk of all 
Socialist-minded elements in united front activity"; 2) Development of "theoretical-political 
work . . . . not only nationally, but in each state or city, in each industry or rural area, in 
each given union, lodge or chapter of this or that mass organization"; 3) Stepping up of propaganda 
and agitation to get across the idea of "The American Road to Socialism" as being independent 
from the Soviet way to Socialism; and, 4) Proposals for “organizing a broad, mass party of Social- 
ism" which would include all Socialist-minded groups. 


It All Adds Up To Trouble 


Stripped of some of the typical Communist twists of language, this adds up to an attempt to: 
a) revive the united front tactic of the 1930's which included infiltration of unions, Government 
agencies, and many mass organizations under the tactic of "boring from within"; b) convince 
Americans by an all-out propaganda effort that life would be better, richer, and more just in the 
U. S. if we had "Socialism"; and, c) organize a "Socialist" Party in which the Reds hope to direct 
other Socialist-minded groups toward conquest of the U. §. Goverment. 


Nor are the American Reds overlooking the very real ties with the Red leaders in Moscow. 
The "new look" program will include "the imperative necessity of strengthening the bonds of 
solidarity between working people of all countries [the customary way for Reds to say that they 
will pay closer attention to the directives from Moscow] ". 


This new policy is straight from the speech of Nikita Khrushchev on February 14, 1956. He 
said in part: “Cooperation with sections of the Socialist movement adhering to other views than 
ours . . . is possible and necessary." He further stated that the "transition to Socialism" can be 
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different in different countries, and that in some countries "by rallying around itself a toiling 
peasantry [small farmers | , the intelligentsia and all patriotic forces . . . the working class has 
the possibility of . . . obtaining a firm majority in parliament" which “would bring about condi- 
tions insuring the implementation of fundamental social transformations" . 


Reds Believe Time Is On Their Side 


Underlying this worldwide "new look" is the belief expressed by Khrushchev on February 14: 
"Socialism has become a great magnetizing force for the workers, peasants and intelligentsia in all 
lands. The ideas of Socialism are really conquering the minds of all toiling mankind . . . . We 
believe that after seeing the advantages that Communism holds out, all working men and women on 
earth will sooner or later take to the road of the struggle to build a Socialist society ." 


Interestingly, perhaps, this same idea was rephrased by Eugene Dennis in "Political Affairs" 
of June 1956: "True, Socialist currents are growing and will continue to do so, and the activity 
of diverse Marxist-oriented groups is on the upgrade . . . . Considerable headway can surely be 
made in this direction [formation of a mass Socialist Party and the struggle to build Socialism in 
the U.S.]. . . but. . . it will necessitate . . . our collective participation with the bulk 
of all the Socialist-minded elements in united front activity." 


Attacking the charges that U. S. Reds were "agents of a foreign power" and that they "advo- 
cate force and violence" as a means to capture control of the U. S., Dennis continued: "As for the 
U. S. A., we American Communists re-affirm that we do not advocate force and violence. We do 
not consider civil war inevitable. We desire constitutional and democratic solutions to current and 
fudamental problems. We favor and advocate a peaceful and democratic transition to Socialism . . 

. « « By presenting the possibility of peaceful and democratic transition to Socialism in the U.S. A. 
. « » we Communists will enhance the prospects for its realization." 


The change presented by these decisions is one of the most important in the 37 year history 
of the Communist Party, U.S. A. It indicates that Party members will step up their efforts to be 
respectable and to work toward their goals inside the established organizations, agencies and 
— parties, exploiting as much as possible the efforts of "like-minded" but non-Communist 
people. 


During the period ahead members of fratemal groups, women's clubs, religious groups, youth 
organizations, political parties and Government agencies must be more than ever alert to Party 
activities, for Communists will be harder to detect, expose and isolate than ever before. 


Today the potential danger of this new program calls for supreme efforts to defeat Red plans 
for infiltration and their united front efforts . 


WAR OF THE CLASSROOMS 


a America losing the war with Communism in the classroom? This question is raised by recent 
evidence that Communist countries are stepping up the training of scientific experts and technical 
personnel to far surpass the output of U. S. educational programs. 


Soviet plans call for training 800,000 specialists and experts a year — a total of 4,000,000 
by the end of the current Five Year Plan in 1960. Some of these will go into Soviet industry to 
boost productivity another 60 percent. Others are for export, along with Communist ideology, to 
the backward countries of Asia, the Middle East and Latin America. 


Evidence further points out that all this is part of the "competitive co-existence" phase of 
Nikita Khrushchev's plan for ultimate victory of Communism in this century. 


As with all Red strategies, victory through technical superiority is not new. In fact, it is 
one of the first aims set forth by Lenin — the man who wrote the book that present day Reds use as

a guide, 


In "A Great coger’ written in 1919, Lenin declared: "Capitalism can be utterly 
vanquished, and will be utterly vanquished, by the fact that Socialism creates a new and much 
higher productivity of labor." 


Victory Through Industrial Supremacy 


The following year in a report to the 8th Congress of Soviets, Lenin added: “Only when 
the country [Soviet Union] has been electrified, when industry and agriculture and transport have 
been placed on a technical basis of modem large-scale industry, only then shall we be finally 
victorious." 


This point of view has not died. Georgi Malenkov, still one of the Reds' top strategists and 
nominal leader of the new class of technically trained engineers and scientists, declared in 1930: 
"The Party has with particular steadfastness i explained to the masses and in its practical 
work has proceeded from the fact that the accelerated tempo of economic development, in compar- 
ison with capitalist countries, is the basic condition for the successful achievement of the final 
victory over capitalism." 


What is new is the present re-emphasis of raising industrial productivity by stepping up the 
training of scientists and technical experts for domestic industry and for export. 


It is already known, for example, that Soviet youngsters go to school six days a week, ten 
months a year, and that some 40 percent of their work in the upper grades is in science and 
mathematics. They have no choice of what they study. There are no electives. 


In addition the Soviets have some 3,800 tekhnikums, or vocational colleges, which give two- 
and-a-half and four-year courses to some 2,500,000 students. These courses are primarily to train 
technical workers, rather than to give what we would call an education. 


Program In The Satellites 


Now a similar system of training is being stepped up in the satellites. On July 13 the 
Central Committee of the Rumanian Workers Party [Communist] and the Council of Ministers of the 
Rumanian People's Republic, announced decisions directing the entire Rumanian school system 
toward the output of more technically trained personnel . 


The first steps in the new educational program are to eliminate the frequent changes in 
teaching plans which have weakened training programs in the past, cut down on frill subjects 
which have helped to “overload the pupils with material which is too vast in relation to their 
capabilities", and to improve the quality of teachers. 


All this will contribute toward fulfilling the over-all requirement that "general cultural 
education must be closely linked with the building of Socialism, with productive, creative work". 


"For this purpose, the studying of natural sciences will be further developed by teaching 
materials from the field of higher mathematics, by the resumption of the teaching of botany and 
zoology at a higher level in secondary education, and by completing the knowledge of natural 
sciences with the study of geology. Special attention will be paid to the sciences of physics and 


chemistry, which with the other natural sciences, are the basis of the process of the polytechniza- 
tion of general culture education." 


Exchange Program 
Coupled with this increased emphasis on scientific and technical training which is now 
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spreading through the Communist Empire is a parallel program of cultural and scientific exchange 
with the advanced capitalist countries such as England and the United States — for the apparent 
purpose of learning the most recent technical advances from capitalists for use in the ultimate 
victory over capitalism. 


Thus, the creation of an army of technically trained men and women, bolstered by forages 
into advanced Wester countries to capture new technical ideas, is becoming a major new weapon 
. « . : u 
in the Communist drive to make the 20th Century the "Century of Communism" . 


This challenge to our continued industrial-scientific supremacy must be met by renewed 
consideration of supplying the needs of our expanding economy, of improving information available 
to teachers on the meaning of the U. S. economy, and for expanding and improving teaching of 
how our freedoms were won and how they can be preserved. 


The war of the classroom is a war we cannot afford to lose to the Communists. 
IS COMMUNISM ADVANCING IN LATIN AMERICA? 


When the "liberation" army of Castillo Armas ousted Communists from control in Guatemala 
in June 1954, the issue of Communism in Latin America dropped from the front pages of the daily 


newspapers . 


Despite their greater immediate interests in Asia and in the Middle East, the Red leaders 
in Moscow have not relaxed Communist agitation in Latin America. 


During the past two months, for example, a series of student uprisings have swept through 
a number of Latin American countries, including Mexico, Honduras, Guatemala, and El Salvador. 


Far from being mere outbursts of excessive college spirit, these student demonstrations led to 
strikes, violence and, in some cases, to open opposition to government administration. 


In Guatemala President Castillo Armas was forced to exile some thirty students as the result 
of the parts they played in violent demonstrations. Significantly it was a student uprising which 
led to the overthrow of an earlier Guatemalan leader, General Jorge Ubico, in 1944 — opening 
the door to Red seizure of power under the regime of Jacobo Arbenz. 


The success of President Armas, however, has not eliminated Communism or Communists from 
either Guatemala or from the other nineteen countries of Latin America. 


Red Plot Disclosed 


In fact, on March 6, 1956, the Guatemala Government disclosed a plot of Communist 
organizations outside the country to stir up trouble in Guatemala and throughout Latin America. 


According to the Guatemalans, the plot called for a sequence of five steps: "i) induce the 
students to assail the new Constitution; 2) call for the President's resignation; 3) refuse to recognize 


Congress as legitimate; 4) incite to violation of the Nation's law; 5) call for reinstatement of the 
1945 [Arbenz | Constitution." 


Significantly, the student uprisings of the past two months have been centered in Guatemala, 


ae cae most violent, and in three countries adjoining Guatemala — Mexico, Honduras, and 
alvador. 


Actually, over the past few years Communist propaganda and agitation has been increasing 
in Latin America. Party membership has grown; membership in front groups has grown even more; 
and the Reds have been making noticeable progress in unifying groups hostile to the United States. 
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The Soviet magazine, "New Times", of May 5, 1956, claimed: "In Brazil the anti-imper- 
ialist forces | groups favorable to current Communist aims] have joined together in a mass organi- 
zation known as the League of National Liberation . . .. In Chile, the Popular Action Front 
includes the Socialist, Democratic, Communist and other parties. . . United fronts in defense 
of national independence [that means groups hostile to the United States ] also are taking shape 
in Argentina and Mexico." 


Red Aims — Increase Influence By Stages 


What are the immediate aims of the Reds in Latin America? Their primary aim is to drive 
U. S. business and U. S. influence out of Latin America. As "New Times" states: As the result 
of Communist agitation "many Latin Americans are coming to appreciate the vital need to protect 
their natural wealth against the depredations of foreign monopolies and to vitalize it for building 
up national economic structures." This is a propaganda way of saying that they want to persuade 
Latin Americans to drive out U. S. business. 


Their second aim is to drive U. S. political influence out of Latin America. "New Times" 
states: "Only the national interests, not the influence of other powers, must determine their 
attitudes on international issues. That is the insistent demand of public opinion: ‘India and 
Sweden are following their own paths, and we must do the same.'" The paths of India and Sweden, 
of course, are paths of neutrality. And as Lenin stated in "What Is To Be Done?"(1902): 

"Friendly neutrality may sometimes decide the outcome of the battle." 


And the Reds' third aim is closer ties between Latin American countries and the Communist 
Empire. At present this course is being pursued on the basis of closer economic and political 
relations. “New Times" states: “Another movement that is rapidly gaining momentum on the 
continent is for more intemational contacts, economic and political, with all countries. Many 
papers and public spokesmen [that means primarily Communist propagandists and agitators | have 
pointed to the advisability of resuming not only trade, but also diplomatic relations with the 
U.S.5Rs* 


Recognizing that in all parts of the world Red strategists move forward their plans for 
ultimate revolution by a series of steps, "New Times" concludes: “While the national liberation 
movement in this part of the world has not yet reached the political level of that in Asia, it must 
increasingly be reckoned with. The national liberation movement [ that is, the Communist move- 
ment ] in Latin America is growing ." 


Challenge To Anti-Communists 


Anti-Communists long ago leamed that you do not have to wait until you are being shot at 
to know that Communists are planning a revolution. The step-by-step process of building up to an 
open revolt and the customary secrecy of Red plans until a victory is achieved, tend to lull too 
many people into a false sense of security. 


Nothing has changed in Communist strategy from the day in 1920 when Lenin wrote in "Left- 
Wing Communism: An Infantile Disorder" that there were two necessary conditions for a successful 
revolution: "First, that a majority of the workers (or at least a majority of the class-conscious, 
thinking politically active workers) should fully understand the necessity for revolution and be 
ready to sacrifice their lives for it;.secondly, that the ruling classes be in a state of governmental 
crisis which . . . weakens the government and makes it possible for the revolutionaries to over- 
throw it rapidly." 


Throughout the entire non—Communist world — in Latin America as well as in Asia and the 
Middle East — Communist progagandists and agitators are pressing forward on both fronts. Under 
the protection of "peaceful co-existence" they are trying to agitate some groups to support a 
revolution, while at the same time trying in every possible way to weaken “enemy” governments. 
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This is the pot of trouble which the Reds are keeping boiling in Latin America. It is a 
challenge to anti-Communists to build programs there which will combat these tactics and put 
out the Red fires before the pot boils over. 


WILL THE SATELLITES REVOLT? 


The strong reactions of Communist leaders in Poland, East Germany and elsewhere to the 
recent Poznan riots indicate that Red leaders are frightened by the possibility of more violent 
uprisings in the future. 


In late June Polish workers and youths swarmed through the streets of Poznan shouting, "We 
want bread" and "Out with the Russians", attacking Communist Party and Government buildings, 
and demanding higher wages and better working conditions. 


Within the Soviet Union itself there are also signs of growing unrest and hostility toward 
Communist tyranny. For instance anti-Communist rebels in the Ukraine recently wneshel a 
Communist troop train and seized a large quantity of arms and ammunition. Earlier a rebellion 
involving Ukrainians was reported at the Vorkuta slave labor camp and now the Reds are trying to 
split up inmates held in such camps in an attempt to prevent further outbreaks. Other uprisings 
have been reported in Georgia, Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania. 


These, of course, were not the first riots against Red tyranny. Ever since the series of 
worker outbreaks in Czechoslovakia and East Germany in 1953, there have been sporadic, small 
protests against Red misrule throughout East Europe. But the Poznan riots demonstrated more than 
the earlier outbreaks the present bankruptcy of Red rule and Red ideology in Eastern Europe. 


Along with the breakdown in Red rule, the Poznan riots showed that there is a deep hostility | 
of the common people against Communist tyranny and the existence — despite Red police terror — | 
of underground groups able to organize popular discontent into purposeful action. These are the | 
elements for revolution designated by master professional revolutionists — the Communists them- | 
selves. 


Elements For Revolution 


No one knows better than the Red leaders that here are explosive elements which any chance 
spark might ignite. The reaction of the Red leaders, thus, has been to try to calm down the work- 
ers, to make concessions, if possible, to put out the fire of hostility toward Communist rule. 


The retreat began publicly on July 3 when over Radio Warsaw Polish Reds admitted "that 
many errors have been committed, some by the central authorities". The following day they 
further admitted "there was a trend of dissatisfaction among the workers which expressed itself in 
the strike and demonstration" . 


And the extent of their failures was disclosed when they added: "The people's authority 
must do everything to prevent this kind of disturbance between it and the working-class, disturb- 
ances which the enemy can always exploit. It is not merely a matter of proper adjustment of 
wages; it is also a meen of far-reaching democratization of relations in factories, assuring the 
workers of full insight into the economics of the factory, its possibilities and difficulties and the 
way profits are shared." 


Red Concessions To Maintain Power 
Actually, Red concessions to the people's desire for private enterprise began in 1953, when, 
under the leadership of former Premier Georgi Malenkov, a policy of financial incentives, freer 


trade, more private ownership, private operation of small businesses, and more aid to individual 
farmers was initiated throughout the satellite countries. 
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By then it was recognized that collectivization had failed to meet the nations’ food needs 
and that passive resistance and even sabotage of industrial equipment by workers was slowing down 
satellite industrialization plans. And now the concessions are continuing in Poland, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany and the other East European satellites. 


Obviously if Red leaders are following the precepts of Lenin — as they so vehemently say 
they are — these concessions are planned as merely a repetition of the Soviet's New Economic 
Policy of the early 1920's — a policy designed to quiet the people until the Party is in firmer 
control. , 

Yet concessions are dangerous. Revolution notoriously comes most often when the lid is 
lifted, even slightly, from a people who have been oppressed — when there has been just enough 
improvement to make the multitude hope for more. It is our task to keep alive the will to freedom, 
until the time is ripe for throwing off the chains of Communist slavery. 


MOSCOW IS STILL RUNNING THE SHOW 


When top Reds dissolved the Cominform (Communist Information Office) on April 17, 1956, 
some people expressed the hope that this would mean the end of a centrally directed Communist 
offensive against the free world. 


By this act the Reds created the illusion that Communist Parties, such as those in the United 
States, England and other countries, would be independent of Moscow control and, therefore, 
completely domestic operations in the various countries. 


This illusion has been fostered energetically during the past few months in the wake of the 
downgrading of Stalin, carried out by Party Boss Nikita Khrushchev. In the "Daily Worker" of 
July 15, in fact, Albert Blumberg urged a new course for U. S. Communists which would "free 
our American Marxist theory from aspects of Marxism valid for another country but wrongly applied 
to the U. S. A." and from "distortions of Marxism, especially certain anti-democratic aspects of 
Soviet development revealed in the re-evaluation of Stalin." 


Obviously the line that Communist Parties are independent from Moscow control and, thus, 


are patriotic, loyal elements in the various countries where they operate is going to be developed 
further in Red propaganda. 


Moscow Stregthening Controls 


The record shows, however, that far from weakening their control over Communist Parties 
throughout the free world Red leaders in Moscow have been tightening their controls. Now, instead 
of getting directives from the Cominform located in Budapest, Hungary, the Reds outside the 
Communist Empire will be getting directives directly from Moscow. And, furthermore, the activities 


of these Communist Parties is being integrated even more closely into the foreign policy apparatus 
of the Soviet Union. 


The evidence is not hard to find. Since the downgrading of Stalin, there has been a steady 
stream of communications between the Kremlin and Communist leaders outside the Iron Curtain and 
Red leaders from France, England, Belgium and other countries have also gone to Moscow. 


As a typical example, on July 12 a delegation of the Italian Communist Party was entertained 
at a dinner in Moscow by the Praesidium of the Central Committee of the Communist party of the 
Soviet Union. Among those present from the Soviet Party were Party Boss Nikita Khrushchev, 
Georgi Malenkov, Foreign Minister Dimitri T. Shepilov, and B. N. Ponomarev, believed by some 


to be the head of the division of the Central Committee which deals with relations with foreign 
Communist Parties. 





Red Parties Pledge Unity of Action 


Significantly at the time of this meeting Radio Moscow broadcast: “Each Communist Party, 
of course, enjoys complete independence and makes all decisions according to the interest of its 
members and the workers of its own country. But socialism, the struggle for socialism, the workers’ 
movement are international facts. If the workers' parties did not maintain unity of action and 
opinion on the most important questions, this would play into the hands of the enemies of Commu- 
nism and would harm the Party and the cause of socialism. 


"Therefore, mutual solidarity and unity of action among the workers' parties is immortal . 
All workers' parties reflect the interests of the same class, whatever their country. Therefore, the 
interests of the parties which represent the working people in both our onutined tee 
Italy ] are the same." 


viet Union and 


In what ways are foreign Communist Parties independent of Moscow control? Radio Moscow 
indicated the only independence is in details: "Can the parties pursuing these common aims 
creating socialism, collective ownership, and destruction of capitalism ] be hostile to each other? 
It is not necessary to share the same views on the details of the construction of socialist society: 
friendly differences are possible. Debates are the best help to find the truth, but the unity of ac- 
tion and proletarian internationalism remain valid and unassailable." 


The record, thus, continues to uphold the findings of the Subversive Activities Control 
Board that the Communist Party of the United States was an agent of the Soviet Government. And 
it remains a primary task of anti-Communists to continue to identify and expose Communists for 
what they really are.
